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BOXING 


Prospects  were  bright,  contrary  to  the  outlook  o£  tlic  otlicr  athletic  teams,  when  Raleigh's  1937  boxing  season  opened — 
onlv  a  small  number  of  the  preceding  year's  team  had  graduated. 

But  it  was  still  going  to  be  a  job  for  the  Raleigh  Golden  Bears  to  repeat  as  State  champs,  for  Allan  Nelms  had  resigned 
and  they  would  be  under  a  new  tutor.     This  made  the  odds  heavy  against  the  local  pugs  from  the  very  start. 

Jimmy  Gerow  was  selected  as  the  boxing  coach  with  Firpo  Hipps  serving  as  the  assistant.  Gerow  came  from  Wakelon 
High  School,  where  he  had  served  as  athletic  head,  coaching  ail  of  the  major  sports  of  that  school.  Hipps  is  a  retired 
Southern   Middleweight  champion. 

The  season  opened  with  a  bang,  Raleigh  defeating  Durham  by  a  score  of  6-3.  Prom  then  until  the  local  outfit  .iourneyed 
to  Fayetteville  it  was  smooth  sailing — then  came  the  only  mar  on  the  Bears'  record  for  a  four-year  period — Fayetteville  took 
them  for  a  6-2  setback. 

Instead  of  making  the  Ra'.eigh  boys  give  up,  it  seemed  to  give  them  a  real  figliting  spirit  and  the  next  opponent — Charlotte 
went  down  in  defeat  5-4.     Ed  Smith  tallied  the  final  point  with  a  kayo. 

Two  weeks  elapsed  and  the  State  tournament  began  at  Chapel  Hill.  Raleigh  emerged  from  the  semi-finals  with  7  points 
and  three  boys  in  the  finals,  making  their  chances  of  another  State  championship  even  greater.  No  other  team  had  more  than 
5  points. 

Two  of  the  three  boys — Jj.  M.  Dodd  and  Clifton  Wright — won  their  fights  and  set  Raleigh's  score  at  9  and  the  winner 
of  the  fourth  consecutive  championship.     Bos  Beckwith  lost  his  bout  by  a  close  decision. 

But  there  was  still  something  that  the  Raleigh  team  wanted — that  was  revenge.  Fayetteville  was  scheduled  to  come  to 
Raleigh   but   the    Bears   were   unable   to   get   their   revenge.    Fayetteville  tied  the  Raleigh  outfit  4-4. 

And  the  curtain  came  down  on  another  successful  boxing  season  in  Raleigh's  high  schools.

FOOTBALL 


Hopes  were  somewhat  dark  as  fall  practice  opened  for  Raleigh's  high  school  Purple 
Hurricane  football  machine,  but  as  time  passed  the  squad  began  to  take  shape  and  things 
were  forecast  much  brighter. 

Coacli  Gregson  arranged  a  non-conference  game  with  Campbell  College  to  open  the 
1936  season.    The  Raleigh  lads  came  through,  defeating  the  Camels  12-0. 
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The  next  engagement  found  tlie  Raleigh  team  confronted 
with  a  different  type  of  obstacle — that  of  rain  plus  a  scheduled 
foe.  Fayetteville  brought  a  much  strongei-  outfit  to  the 
Capital  City  than  had  been  anticipated  by  the  coaches  and 
commentators  and  the  Hurricanes  worked  hard  to  earn  a 
12-0  decision.  Bobby  INIiller,  Captain  Will  Smith,  and 
Wiley  Bullock  were  the  stars. 

Night  football  games  for  high  schools  are  unusual  in 
North  Carolina.  This  had  not  been  undertaken  in  Ra- 
leigh until  the  Purple  Hurricane  footballers  announced 
their  homecoming  game  with  Columbia,  S.  C.  would  be 
played  in  Riddick  Stadium — an  evening  engagement. 

This  game  was  Raleigh's  outstanding  game.  Rain  be- 
gan early  in  the  day  and  many  predicted  tliat  the  game 
would  be  postponed  but  a  short  while  before  the  kick  off  the 
rain  stopped.  Raleigh  won  the  event  by  a  score  of  7-0 — 
starring  Bobby  Miller.  Miller  returned  a  ])unt  for  some 
40  yards. 

Sanford  provided  the  opposition  for  Raleigh's  next  en- 
gagement.   The  final  scoring  going  on  the  books  as  40-0. 

As  the  time  di'ew  near  for  Raleigh  to  meet  Durham  the 
local  fans  and  supporters  began  to  be  a  little  uneasy.  El  Toro  park  had  held  a  jinx  on 
Raleigh  football  teams  for  years  but  the  jinx  was  broken — the  Hurricanes  had  blown  up 
a  6-0  victory. 

With  this  victory  tucked  away,  the  next  problem  facing  the  Capital  City  team  was 
that  of  conquering  Rocky  Mount  and  thus  clenching  the  Eastern  Class  A  Title.  The 
26-19  score  told  the  tale.  Raleigh  had  won  the  Eastern  Class  A  Championship  for  the 
second  consecutive  year. 

And  with  colors  flying  high  the  Hurricanes  planned  to  march  on  to  Chapel  Hill 
and  take  the  State  Title.    Charlotte  represented  the  west. 

There  they  met — and  Raleigh  got  the  surjirisc  of  a  life-time.  Charlotte  was  ready 
and  waiting  and  with  no  discussion  defeated  the  Hurricanes  13-7.  The  hand  of  fate  played 
an  important  })art  in  this  event.  Raleigh  in  every  sense  of  the  word  outplayed  the 
Queen  City  boys,  though  the  score  did  not  show  it. 

That  memorable  day  brought  to  a  close  Raleigh's  1936  gridiron  season.

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BASKETBALL 

Basketball  did  not  offer  many  thrills  for  the  fans  this  past  season  in  the  way 
of  victories  but  Kaleigh's  high  schools  were  well  represented  b^y  the  boys  who  composed 
this  team. 

Things  got  off  to  a  slow  start  and  the  hand  of  fate  held  a  good  lead  throughout 
the  season.  Raleigh  lost  its  first  engagement  to  Rocky  IMount  and  thereafter  it  was 
one  defeat  after  another  until  near  the  end  of  the  season. 

Wilson  came  to  Raleigh  with  the  idea  that  the  Capital  City  boys  would  be  easy 
but  instead  were  sent  home  with  their  tail  between  their  legs  and  a  score  of  25-13  in  favor 

of  Raleigh  hanging  over 
their  head. 

Durham  ended  the 
schedule  of  the  Hurricanes 
by  defeating  them  30-19. 
Durham  also  accounted  for 
one  of  the  earlier  defeats  of 
the  season  that  were  chalked 
up  against  the  local  bo3's. 

Charlie  Jordan,  Paul 
Wood  and  Will  Smith  were 
among  the  leading  perform- 
ers for  the  local  hardwood 
team  this  year. 
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Practice  was  begun  for  the  1937  Raleigh  higli  school  baseball  team  early  in  March.  Five 
veterans  of  last  year's  State  championship  team  were  on  hand  along  with  thirty-five  recruits 
who  were  resolved  to  do  their  best  for  the  10-game  schedule.  Tutoring  the  diamond  men  was 
Coach  S.  O.  Brandon,  who  had  replaced  Allen  Nelms.  Mr.  Brandon  was  formerly  head  coach  of 
baseball  at  Campbell  College  where  he  made  an  enviable  record. 

The  first  test  of  the  boys  was  on  March  19,  and  they  were  victorious  over  Fayetteville  18-1. 
The  Caps  collected  twenty-two  hits,  made  four  errors.  Jimmy  Smith  did  the  hurling  and  fanned 
seventeen.  Next  the  Rocky  Mount  Blackbirds  fell  before  tlie  steadily-clicking  locals  to  the  tune 
of  a  13-6  score.  Smith  again  did  tlie  moundwork.  On  March  27  the  Capitals  were  defeated  for 
the  second  time  in  three  years.  South  River  high  school  of  New  Jersey  administered  the  loss. 
The  following  Friday  Raleigh  was  set  back  by  Greenville  13-10.  Witli  Pitcher  Jimmy  Smith  out 
with  a  sore  arm,  Everette  Carter,  who  previously  had  played  at  the  receiving  end  of  the  battery, 
was  moved  to  the  mound. 

Regulars  of  last  year's  team  back  were  Jimmy  Smith,  pitcher;  Everette  Carter,  catcher; 
Johnny  Walters,  second  baseman;  Charlie  Jordan,  short  stop;  and  Paul  Wood,  outfielder.  Re- 
cruits who  had  almost  cinched  positions  were  Billy  Vaughn  at  first,  Henry  Jenkins  at  center  field, 
and  Charles  Goodno  in  right  field.  Third  base  was  a  half-way  proposition  between  C.  D.  Ferrell 
and  Johnny  Riddle.  Reserve  pitchers  were  Renfrow  Doak,  Arthur  Edwards,  Preacher  Weeks, 
and  Alec  Vestal.  Top  substitutes  were  Buddy  Murray,  catcher;  Jack  Holt,  first;  Milton  Zelen 
and  Bobby  Miller,  outfielders.
